Acting Secretary Wharton 
received the following cablegram, 
dated August 30th, 9:30 pr. m., signed 
by McCreery, Consul : 

‘*Balmaceda turned over the govern- 
ment to Baquedano and fled. Canto 
goes to Santiago to-night to resume 
control until the arrival of the Junta 
from Iquique. Good order here.” 

Acting Secretary Soley also received 
the following cablegram from Admiral! 
Brown, dated Va'paraiso August 30th: 

“Tife Presiaent of Chili surrendered 
the government to the Chilian Gen- 
eral, Baquedano, and he has left San- 
tiago. Valparaiso is well organized. 
Foreign forces have re-embarked.”’ 

The above is somewhat obscure, but 
it is interpreted at the departments 
to mean that the police forve in Val- 
paraiso is so well organized as to re- 
lieve the foreign admirals of further 
necessity for keeping their marines on 
shore duty. 

There has been no news from Chili 
received by Minister Lazcano this 
morning. ‘The Minister denied him- 
self to newspaper reporters, but sent 
out word to the above effect by his 
servant. 

The Chilian Congresvional envoys 
are also without any news thus far to- 
day relative to affairs in Chili, al- 
though they do not expect any de- 
tailed news of the movements of trcops 
or happenings of more important 
events, they do expect brief advices 
when matters of unusual importance 
occur. 

Senor Montt, principal envoy, re- 
fused to discuss his futare actions to- 
ward attempting to receive recognition 
for the Constitutional government 
from the United States. When spoken 
to about the matter to-day, he said in 
effect that be was willing to tell what 
was going on fa Chili, But that he 
begged to be excused from telling 
what was going on in Washington. 
Senor Montt expects the Juata, which 
left Iquique for Santiago, to reach 
Valparaiso in about three days. The 
distance, he says, is between eight 
and nine hundred miles. ao

Two million dollars worth of property 
was destroyed, The city rang all last

|Guatemala during the late war be- 


tween Salvador and Guatemala. One 
of the parties concerned io this case, 
however, was an American citizen. 
The result might have been the same, 
asin the Barrundia case, had it not 
been for the prompt and decisive ac- 
tion of the captain of the American 
steamer. The Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company’s steamer, City of Panama, 
which runs between Panama and Ac- 
|apulco, Mexico, stopped at Corinto, 


Nicaragua, August 5th, on her regular 
north bound trip. “ Among the passen- 
gers she took on there were Patrick 
Brennan, an American citizen resid- 
ing ia Salvador, and four native Salva- 
dorians, all former officers of that 
government. These men had in- 
curred the displeasure of President 
Ezeta and were regarded by him as 
revolutionists. The steamer stopped 
at La Libertad August 8th and was 
boarded by the authorities, who de- 
manded of Captain White the surren- 
der of Brennan and his four compan- 
ions. 

The refusal of the captain to comply 
was reported to the commandante, 
who immediately went to the steamer 
with a boat-load of armed men and 
informed Captain White that the lat- 
ter could consider himself’ under his 
orders, as he had come to take posses- 
sion of the steamer and arrest the men. 

Captain White’s indignation was 
aroused and he told the commandante 
if he didn’t leave the steamer at once 
he would throw hi m overboard. 

The commandante evidently be- 
lieved the threat would be carried out, 
for he left the steamer without further 
discussion. 

Learning that President Ezeta had 
been notified and that he had gone to 
Acajutia with a large armed force, 
Captain White avoided that port and 
the. vessel proceeded direct to San 
Jose de Guatemala. Captain White 
and Mr. Brenan laid the facts before 
United States Minister Pacheco at the 
city of Guatemala. Ezeta has re- 
quested the authorities of Guatemala 
to surrender the men. 

Brennan is a railroad condactor and 
resided in Salvador tor some time. 
During the late war with Guatemala, 
at Ezeta’s request, he accepted a com- 
mission in the Salvadorean army, and 
enlisting his railroad employes, was 
instrumental in winning one or more 
battles. 

When the revolution was threatened 
in Salvador some time later, it is said 
Ezeta again desired his services. 
Brennan declined to enlist, and, it is 
supposed, thus incurred Ezeta’s die- 
pleasure. The four Salvadorians 
whom Ezeta wished to seize were Don 
Ayala, clainiiig to be the legally 
élected President of Salvador, but who 


has been deprived of the office; Gen- 


eral L. Letona, Commander-in-Chief 


of the Salvadorian in 1885, but who 
has been in exile for the past five 
years; General L. Hernandez, a 
wealthy exile, and Colonel M. Rivas

Our rich lands and’ flowiug waters 
will be called for sooner or later, 
and when they fill up values will 
rise. Suppose Reno were doubled, 
what would be the effect on this 
valley? Every acre would be 
worth several times what it is now. 
The lesson has been taught in every 
land beneath the sun and is being 
worked out again before our eyes. 
Only the blind do not see it. 


Wiru the exception of the semi- 
tropical fruits, Colorado bids fair 
to rival California as an Sorticul- 
tural State. 

Like Nevada, she is remarkable 
in the production of grain, still 
more so in the production of al! 
the various fruits, and her grape 
cultere is her greatest marvel. Her 
wines €reshipped to Europe and 
thence back to this country, Ia- 
beled foreign wines, and the. suc- 
cess of the ruse proves the value of 
the prodact. 

In some particulars, Colorado 
excelle California. For instance 
that State will never see the day 
when she can produce as fine ap- 
ples as Colorado. But very few 
years will pass until Colorado will 
furnish her people with all the 
fruits and vegetables they may 
dewand, besides entering into 
active competition With her sunset 
sister for other markets.

A Mare Relic Brougat tp from phe Bot- 
tom of Loagh Erne. 


During the progress of the Lough 


Erne drainage works, says the Fer-" 


managh (Ireland) Times. some rare and 
interesting relics of bygone ages were 
discovered, but these sink into insic- 
nificance when compared with a recent 
find which was dredged by fishermen 
accidentally from. the bottom of the 
lower Erne from a depth of between 
tventy and thirty feet from the surface 
of the lake. This most interesting relic 
has been secured by Mr. Plunkett, M. 
KR. 1. A., who intends reading a paper 


_deseriptive of it before the Royal so- 


ciety of antiquities at their meeting 
next summer. This rare fird is a very 
ancient catekach or shrine seven inches 
long and about six and a half inches 
high and fouf inches broad at the base. 
The interior was carved out of yew 
wood and the exterior is composed of 
bronze and beautifully decorated. 
There was a small bronze box inside 
the shrine, which appeared to be her- 
metieally sealed when perfect. In this 
the sacred object was ic posited, which, 
unfortunately, was either lost or de- 
composed by the action of carbonic acid 
in the water. 

In shape the shrine resembles the 
little stone-roofed churches or oratories 
which wererected bet ween the seventh 
and tenth eenturies, and were contem- 
poraneous ‘with,the building of the 
round towers. The ridge of the roof of 
the shrine is surmounted longitudinally 
by a billet of bronze, the fron+ side of 
which is very artistically adorned with 


various types of interlaced patterns, | 
There | 
are three raised bosses on the front of 


which are displayed in sections. 


this house-shaped shrine—a large one 
situated on the roof arid two smaller 
ones on the front. The one on the roof 
is composed of bronze and circular in 
form, with an amber bead in the center, 
which is surrounded with exquisitely 
designed and delicately formed inter- 
lacing. There were several smaller 
amber and glass beads inlaid or in- 
serted here and there in the bronze 
ornaments in order to embellish the in- 
terlacing. In the two bronze interlaced 
ornaments, on the ends of the shrine. 
were inserted two beads of translucent 
glass. From the style of art displayed 
in t'ie 

ag reliquary, it eannot be older than 
the ninth, and certainly not later than 
the eleventh century.

may wollk alone in any quarter of the 
it7 at .ny hour of the night without 
the sli. test risk or apprehension. And 
this « -ward appearance of decorum 
an! 1 ropriety, which surpasses any- 
thioy Lhave noticed in any other Eu- 
roma. city, is not-a mere ornamenta! 
m » a coating of whitewash given 
to » moral sepulcher, &-beautiful out- 
side. ‘ut within fall of dead.men’s bones 
andef all uncleanness, says a writer 
in the London Telegraph. . 

It is a very fair indication of the mor- 
alcondition of the Grand Duchy. In 
Finjaix! public opinion is an irresistibie 
foree—-ineomparably stronger than mere 
leral restraints and barriers—and it is 
wholly enlisted on the side of morality 
and justice. The population is one im- 
mcuse family of two millions and a half, 
allihe members of which, when once 
they bave attained a certain standard of 
usefulness, are more or less 
known to each other, andeach one feels 
that in all the tarning points of life the 
eyes of all his countrrmien are fixed 
upon him, and a disgraceful action is re- 
mem «red for generations. 

A @ood name and fame, therefore, is 
a concrete reality in Finland, where, 
withont it, a man is disqualified from 
occunvineg a post. of trust in the office 
of any large firm and serving the state 
in any capacity. The only refuge open 
to him-—if there chance to be a vacancy 
—is the post of censor of Finnish books 
and newspapers for the Russian gov- 
ernment, an occupation which erects 
an impassable barrier between him 
and his countrymen for all time. 

In Finland a bankrupt, whatever the 
eause of his failure, is under a cloud 
which, even in favorable cases, it re- 
quires some time and great efforts | 
dispel; and, if a dishonest bankrupt, he 
And al- 
thouwa when he has undergone his sen- 
tence in prison and afterward remained 
in moral querantine for a year, or two 
or three, during which he must keep 
aloef from all trade and commerce, he 
is permitted to begin anew, a sadder 
and a wiser man, he is usually wise 
enough to refuse to avail himself of the 
privilege, well knowing that no amount 
of capital can compensate for the loss 
of one’s good name, without which

' trade omcommerce in Finland is an 


utter impossibility. 

The visible results of this healthful 
moral tone of the community art that 
vice and crime are rapidly diminishing 
and show a strong tendency to disap- 
pear. And this is perfectly natural. 
The collapse of most men in all coun- 
tries in the struggle for life can be 


oo 


shown to be in consequence of moral 


rather than intellectual defects, and it 
is to this collapse that the greatest 
number of vices and crimes are attrib- 
utable. 

Now, the Finns are intellectually less 
nimble and plastic than the French, 
less imaginative and subtle than the 
Russians and less sentimental than the 
Germans, but they make up for a cer- 
tain mental slugyvishness and stiffness 
by an extremely delicate moral sen- 
sibility, to which they are indebted for 


| most of their political and economical 


successes.

One Learned Doctor Is Outwitted by the 
Shrewdneas of Another. 

An excellent story is told in the Lon- 
don Tid Bits of the late Prof. Rogers 
and Dr. R. Dale, of Birmingham. These 
two gentlemen were giving 4 series of 
leetures in Lancashire, and at every 
town he'visited Dr. Dale noticed that 
his colleague, who always spoke first, 
made the same speech.

GREELEY AND LINCOLN, 


The Great Editor's Interview with the 
War-Time President. 

Ina most characteristic address 
Horace Greeley, on Lincoln, which was 
written about 1868, and now published 
for the first time in the Century, the 
great editor says: 

“I saw him for a short hour about a 
fortnight after his inauguration; and 
though the tidings of Gen. Twigg’s 
treacherous surrender of the larger por- 
tion of our little army, hitherto employed 
in guarding our Mexican frontier, had 
been some days at hand, I saw and 
heard nothing that indicated or threat- 
ened belligerency on our part. On the 
contrary, the president sat listening to 
the endless whine of office seekers, and 
doling out village post offices to impor- 
tunate or lucky partisans just as though 
we were sailing before land breezes on 
a smiling, summer sea; and to my in- 
quiry: ‘Mr. President! do you know 
that you will have to figAt for the place 
in, which you sit?’ he answered pleas- 
antly, I will not say lightly—but in 
words which intimated his disbelief 
that any fighting would transpire or be 
needed; and! firmly believe that this 
dogged resolution not to believe that 
our country was about to be drenched 
in fraternal blood is the solution of his 
obstinate calmness throughout the 
earlier stages of the war; and especial- 
ly, his patient Natening to the demand 
of a deputation from the Young Chris- 
tians” of’ Baltimore, as well .as of the 
mayor and other city dignitaries, that 
he should stipulate while. blockaded in 
Washington, and in imminent danger 
of expulsion, that no more northern 
volunteers should cross the sacred soil 
of Maryland in hastening to his relief. 
We could not comprehend this at the 
north—many of 85 have not yet seen 
through it; most certainly if he had re- 
quired a committee of ten thousand to 
kick the bearers of this preposterous, 
impudeat demand back to Baltimore, 
the ranks of that committee would 
have been filled in an hour from any 
northern city or county containing fifty 
thousand inhabitants.” 


A Windfall. 

The origin of ‘‘windfall” in the sense 
of ‘‘good luck” dates from the time of 
William the Conqueror. It was then a 
criminal offense to cut timber in the 
forests...Only such could be gathered 
as the wind had blown down; hence, @ 
heavy windstorm was hailed by the 
peasants as so much good luck, and
